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ABSTRACT 

This research project was designed to study the 
present situation and functions of the provincial universities and to 
assess their role in regional development as veil as to aake 
recoaaendations for the aore effective contributions to the 
developaent of the provinces in vhich they are situated. This project 
covered universities in 11 provinces (out of 26) in Indonesia. The 
institutions under study include both government and private 
universities. But in terms of geographical distribution and types of 
institutions, the 11 universities covered in this study can be said 
to be fairly representative of the provincial universities in 
Indonesia. The objective of the study was to determine how effective 
the relationship between universities and the planning agencies in 
the province is, and hov adequately the universities are able to make 
meaningful contributions to the economic, social, and political 
growth of the provinces where they are located. From the results of 
the study it is obvious that universities participate actively in 
regional developaent in Indonesia. The appendix contains background 
information on the 11 universities studied and statistical tables 
that accompany the text.

But in terms of 
geographical distribution and types of institutions, the eleven universities 
ir)vHrtKJ in this :>tudy can be said to be fairly representative of the provincial 
untversit»es m IndoneMa. The team spent two weeks at each university 
interviewing admntstrators and staff, observing services and activities on the 
campus.

The assessment was based on the data gathered from each 
tnstttution and those collected from the provinces, especially in terms of 
rural e<;onomy and development.

The First Five- Year Development Plan of the Republic of Indonesia 
(1969-1974) states that the educational objectives of the Plan are. 

( n To hnk education with the needs of, as well as opportunities for, economic 
and social development in order to equip young people for '-eir life and 
at the same time to m«et the manpower needs of the community. 

12) To adapt programming in the educational sector to the need of supporting 
priority sectors, i.e. agriculture, agricultural supporting industries, small 
ana light industry, infrastructure and tourism. 

13) To prepare a reform of education that would make the school an integral, 
suitable and useful element in the life of the community. 

Acco dingly, the universities in Indonesia are currently attempting to 
contribute constructively to the national development process. At the provincial 
level, universities are very often regarded as institutions for regional planning in 
view of the available manpower and research facilities. 

The practice of involving universities in development planning has been 
strengthened by the instructions of the Ministry of the Interior to all Governors, 
to preserve one per cent of the provincial income to be utilized by institutions 
of higher education in the respective regions. 

This instruction is in line with the directives of the President of the 
Repiibiic of ifKlonesia m 1972 to all Ministers and Governors to involve the 
universities m research and developmental projects. 

1. Obiective of t he Study 

Faced with the task of formulating the Second Five- Year Development 
Plan. It ,s important to know how effective the relationship is between 
universities and the planning agencies in the provinces, and how adequately the 
un.versit.es are able to -nake meaningful contributions to the economic, social 
and political growth of the provinces where they are located. 
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THE ROLE OF PROVINCIAL UNIVERSITIES 



The specific obiecttve of this study is to assess the existing situation of 
the universities m their roie of regional development in Indonesia. 

2. Meth odulugv 

The study is concentrated on universities in the provinces with Faculties 
of Agriculture, m addition to Faculties of technology and social sciences, 
The reasons are threefold, vi/. 

( 1) The limited tin.e and budget constr:^mts, precluded a study encompassing 
ali institutions. 

(2) A range m the abilities of the universities to contribute to the development 
of the respective regions was :^ught. 

(3) Indonesia is an agricultural country, and in the nation's current stage of 
development, agricultural development had been accorded the highest 



Based on the above criteria the following universities were selected 
tn the sample 

1. Syiah Kuala University in Aceh. 

2. North Sumatra University in North Sumatra; 

3. Andalas University m West Sumatra. 

4. Sr»w»}aya University m South Sumatra; 

5 Padiadjaran University m West Java; . 

6 Dtponegoro University in Central Java; 
7. Brawijaya University in East Java. 

8 Udavana University in Bali. 

9 Hasanuddin University in South Sula*'esi; 

Kl. Sam Ratuiangi University in North Sulawesi; and 
11. Lambuf^g Mangkurat University in South Kalimantan. 

Even though we did not investigate ait the universities in Indonesia it was 
felt that enough data was collected to give a general idea of prevailing conditions, 
sifK e the 11 universities visited turned out to comprise the majority of the 
ijpjve'^sities whK:h have a rote in rural development. Before visiting the sample 
un»v»?rsities. studies of the literature were undertaken at the Directorate 
ot Higher Education and at the Education Development Board <Badan 
Pengembangan f'endniikan) m Jakarta to acquaint the team with the present 
q<^^err^i status of the L^niversities scattered all over the country. Reports and 
uiiDiAtiT ons of the above mentioned government offices were an important 
so'i^ e ot information. These reports and publications provided the team with 



priority. 
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sffiic tiif*}, sefvues. eti . Interviews were conducted wah government officials who 
are lonnei ted with and responsible for the activities of the universities m 
Indonesia. Information obtained from reports and pubhrations and from 
interviews coinplemented each other. 

As ttie search of the literature was conducted, a list of questiOfis was sent 
to each ot the sample universities, indicating the kind of information the team 
would like to obtain at the time of an on-campus visit. Moreover a list of 
offii lois that the team would like to meet arid to interview was forwarded to 
each university m tiie study. Hence, the universities had sufficient time to 
prepare the requested information so that the limited time available to the team 
could be ulili/ed as efficiently as possible. 

A ^ offibtnation of questionnaires arxJ interviews was used in collecting 
intorrTMtion regarding teaching, research, public service carried out by the 
•in iversiTies, and their links with the social environment. The intervie-vs were 
conducted w»th the Reitors or Associate Rectors, the Faculty Deans, the 
Depr4rtfT»ef»t Heads, etc. The information needed by the team can be grouped 
as follows 

la) HibtorKdl bat^kground the establishment of the university, 

ib) Restxrees ot the university for teaching, research and public service; 
<lJ Ai tivifes ot the university m adult education or special courses, in 

research am m public service, which have bearing upon regional 

development.

Anotner set ot information was sought from the provincial government,

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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
THE UNIVERSITIES IN INDONESIA. 



Higher eduiation .n tne classical western sense in Indonesia started when 
the Collage of tng.neenng (T.H.S.) was established m 1920 during the Dutch 
ioiuthai period. In the subsequent years, between 1920-1941. six institutions 
ot higrier edu.ation were brought into being, all located in the island of Java, i.e.: 

1920 College of engineering (T.H.S.) in Bandung 

1924 College of Law (R.H.S.) in Jakarta. 

1927 College of Medicine IG.H.S.) in Jakarta. 

1940 College of Arts m Jakarta. 

School of Medicine and Dentistry in Surabaya. 

1941 The first year class <propadeuse). initiated for Agricultural 
Higher Education in Bogor. attached to the College of Medicine. 

During that period, the college or faculty philosophy prevailed and the 
model of a unified university was not provided. When the university concept 
was introduced after independence, the faculty atmosphere could not be 
completely abolished. The faculties continued to form a community 
separated from other units comprising the university. Consequently, the modern 
day Indonesian universities continue as a more or less multiversity system or 
as an amdlgamation of independent faculties. This imposes certain constraints 
on the :niredsingly desirable extension of interdisciplinary cooperation, since 
it often involves duplication of costly effort and equipment. 

Most of the students admitted to study in the colleges between 1920 and 
1941 were Dutch and Eurasians and only a small percentage of Indonesians 
were permitted. In the last 20 years of Dutch colonialism, only an average of 
/4 Indonesian per year were enrolled in higher education (45.9% of the total 
enrolment) with a total of 230 graduates or 43.2% of the whole graduates. 

Shortly atter independence (August 17. 1945). a university concept was 
.f>tro{ju..ed. The t.rst university of the Republic of Indonesia was Gajah Mada 
University, established m December 19. 1949, consisting of the Faculties of 
fc'nqmeering. Law and Literature, Medicine. Dentistry. Agriculture and 
Veterinary Med-c ne. In 1950 a second university was established in Jakarta, 
called the Universitas Indonesia. 

All The Fai:uities of both these universities v^re located in Java. Only the 
Faculty of Economics of the Universitas Indonesia was located in South 
Sulawesi, in U|ung Pandang.

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THE ROLE OF THE UNIVERSITIES 
IN REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT 



Regiorwl development is defined here as the activities conducted by the 
gi^vernrnent and tommumty in a certain region with the purpose of improving 
the welfare of the local community, either in material or spiritual well being. 

"Region" m this study is synonymous with "province". 

1. Relations and Cooperation in Regional Development, 

From the interviews with officials of the eleven universities and with 
representatives of the provincial government it became clear that both parties 
need each other. Both felt that a continued cooperation and coordination are 
red! needs, because plans which are designed only by government agencies 
without participation of the universities, will tend not to reach the target. 
Neither will plans designed only by universities. 

The provin< lal government felt that they were still lacking in skilled and. 
trained personnel to carry out important tasks in the planning and execution of 
development plans. There are the universities in the provinces which can be 
relied upon for this purpose. 

On the other hand, the universiiies very welt reali/e that one of their 
duties is to serve the provincial government. If not the universities, who else is 
goifig to provide the provincial government with this kind of specialized service, 
at least m the short run^ 

Besides, the staff members cf the universities should be exposed to the 
practical and operational aspects of the theories presented in the classroom. 
In other words the universities need the society as a laboratory to enhance their 
capabilities, to respond adequately to today's major social, economic and 
cultjrai problefT^s. 

However, there are relative differences in the intensity of cooperation 
between universities and provincial governments, quite possibly due lo the 
different environment of the regions. 

Quant tative statement on these differences are difficult to make as a 
great number ot subjective and intangible factors affect the observation and 
evaluation performed.

2. University's Role m Research 

The regional universities realize the importance of research as one of the 
tasks within the Tndharma Perguruan Tinggi (University's Three Services 
PfifH ipie). although experts and equipment are far from adequate. 

They reali/e that scientific research is vital not only to create a real 
academic environment, but also to provide solutions to problems arising from 
the expansion and improvement of agriculture and jndustrial development. 
They also reah/e that the role of the universities is not only to be aware of 
the rnost rei;ent achievements made in science and technology, but also to make 
d contribution to society through conducting research and making new 
disLOvenes as wv'l as providing assistance through the application of technical 
expertise to the country's economy. 

In view of the above attitudes, the universities in the regions are aoing 
their best to make the research conducted parallel with regional development 
(See Apperxttx). 

Research proiects which are now being conducted by universities, are 
largely results from pioposals made by the universities to the local governments. 
The greater part of research activities are conducted by senior staff and generally 
are not equally distributed among all teaching staff. This is due to the 
consideration of project success where the project is entrusted to senior staff 
rather than to junior ones by the local government. 

Several research activities however involved junior staff and graduate 
students, such as that found in the Institute of Demography at some universities 
as well as the research conducted on regional income. Students are also involved 
in The Bimas Supervi/ed package Credit programme in rice intensification 
programme activities m reforestration of bare land, and in regional administration. 

The applicability of research findings in regional development is subject 
to the relevance of the nature of the research itself. To determine what project 
•s considered relevant to regional development, some criteria have been 
established. These are 

1. Certain levels of technological development where the results can 
be adapted by the farming community. 
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2. So* loiogicdl dspe( ts of applying research, through studying farmers' 
fnentdhty. tor'J ^ions. and local environfT^ent as a preparation for 
the irufoducti * of sortie innovation. 

J. Extension service aspect m determining the proper method for the 
aj)piication and disseminatior* of new technology, 

4. Erononiic aspect that is, the potential for income increase. 

Potential resources evaluation aspect for the purpose of production 
development. 

6. Action research aspect. 



There is no definite information as to the degree to which the results of 
re^dri h m the regions concerned can be implemented. At least those selected 
ffOH) the list ot identiticati.>n of problems jointly prepared by the university/ 
^ii uity ot the regions concerned can be considered as relevant research to 
ftjgional development. 

Although a good deal of research has been performed by universities, 
•t ts telt that the physical facilities provided by provincial governments to 
siippoft the conduct of ihis research are not adequate. 

}. Universities' Role m Public Service 

All the iiPtvefsities are active in performing public services in various 
torrt^s. ado^ding to needs in regional development, as can be seen in the 
dl)i>end«x. 

One k:r.d ot public service performed by ail the universities visited is an 
«nt*'fd.st;it)i»narv activity called Kiiiiah Kerja Nyata (KKN - National Study 
ServuH S< hefT>e) which was started m 1971/1972. 

Tht? purcH^ses of KKN are 

1 to qivf» .iHiversity students practical experience in solving problems of 
Mirai Jeveiop'nent as part ot their education. 

2 to siiPt:'v .1 large resourt e ot young educated people for rural development.

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Expected resiitts of KKN programfre are 

1 . The students wtd develop a habit of adopting an inter disciplinary approach 
to development problems. 

2. Skills development, self confidence and initiative will be generated among 
the students in order to make them directly and truly understand arKi 
have the capability to carry out rural construction and development 
programmes. 

X The university will not be isolated as an ivory tower. In view of the 
experience gamed by the university staff members participating in the 
implementation of the KKN scheme in assuming supervisory and advisory 
roles, as well as the experience of the students themselves, the curricula 
will be more consistent and related to irKlonesia's development needs. 

4. To bung the students closer to the community with the hope of creating 
reciprocity. 

b. Direct and pra<:ticdl assistance provided by educated r.ien in rural 
construction and development projects.

The students do not simpiy at t as^advisors only, but in most cases, they 
cift? ttjtddv invoivetl in the exeiution of the projects working sidaby side with 
thH ),.ii.*gf»rs.

Trie nuntper of students sent is decided by the respective universities.

The financial burden is earned by 
the wftiversities theniselves and the university staff nienibers work as doctors 
Without aiw enumeration. 

At the beginning of 1972. BAPPENAS (National Planning Board) 
requested aH universities in Indonesia to collect data on various sectors of 
deveiopf'ent t3 t)e i;sed as basic information in formulating basic pldnrifM: 
;H)h. les tor Ret)elita II (Second Five- Year Plan) as well as for the last year of 
Retiehta I (The First Five- Year Plan). 
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PROBLEMS ENCOUNTERED 



t« ,J Ui'T"^ establishment of universities was due 

o the u-gent need for higher education after independence and also resulted 
trorr, pe.«.ndl or certa-n groi.p interests in the community at that time. 

Cor'sequentiy. due to the rapid changes which affect the establishment 
arid e,.ster,ce of universities in the regions, various problems arise in higher 
eoiKdtion in Indonesia. 

It -s not our purpose to sum up all the problems faced. We wilt confine 
ourselves to pointing out maior problems which influence the role of the 
universities m regional development. 

General -ssiies faced by universities in providing assistance to regional 
development, either ,n the form of cooperation as centres of learning or in the 
field of research, will be outlined here. 

' Coo peration with Provincial Governments 

Problems encoiintered are not the same for each province. There are some 
provinces whnh have adequate qualified staff. Others have very short resources 
.n both quahty and quantity. Some provinces are rich with a sufficient annual 
im orne but th':'e are also provinces with very limited resources and meagre 



in v.ew of the above situation, issues faced by the provinces in the 
.'r.pU.rnentat.on Of . ooperat.on between universities and provincial governments 
tite diverse. 

General problems observed m the provincial government and universities 
are ds roi lows 

d Shortage or nonexistence of university staff to assist in the 
e.^uvon of developmental activities as expected by the provincial government 
There .s a pov.-t„i,tv that the required person is available but he might have a 
heavy work load wh.ch 'eaves h.m only a little time to spare. 

b i-;.roper m^.e .omcdence between the time which could be 
i-rov.ded t)v ,n.vers.t,e5 .jnd the t-mg as requested by the provincial government 
For e.arr>i-ie. the wn.vers-ty is requested by the provincial government to rendw 
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Its 5efvi<.e while at the «me time the university is busy m tonduttmg its own 
pfoflfSfTifnes. Quite often, either one must be postponwi or sacrificed. 

L. Inadequate equipment at the disposal of rhe faculties hamper the 
cjrovision ot the expected assistance vwhich the university concerned may not 
be able to fulfill. 

d. In several provinces, the provincial government and the university 
taie the sdf"e problem. This can be seen in regional planning activities. The 
provincji government reah/es the \ack of knowledgabie and sicilied personnel 
in Its staff to design d regional plan but similarly, the university staff are in 
geneidi unable to perforiri such activity. 

e. University participation in regional development activities is based 
on the opinion and fudgement of the local government, who judge whether 
th« university will be requested to assist in finding solutions to the problems 
faced This can be taken as one of factor reflecting different degrees of 
cooperation between the local governments and the universities in the respective 
regions. 

Usually, the opinion of the local government is not merely based upon 
tr>e si/e and number of problems to be solved together with other party, but 
also upon the provincial governments evaluation of the capability of th« 
university concerned. In addition to objective reasons, subjective reasons also 
, ontriDute towards deciding as to whether the university will be requested 
to participate or not. 

Whenever the university's assistance '5 requested in regional development, 
the depth and extent of its role in development is generally determined by the 
arab.iity ot the university to provide assistance. If the assistance is considered 
■^fteit've then requests wnl usually tend to increase. 

f. Since regional financial resources are usually not great, developmental 
dit.vi'v requiring assistance from th; university is generally confined to 
a.t.vities requiring small amounts of funds with direct benefits. 

Activities which require targe amounts of funds and where benefits 
cannot b« felt directly, such as education and fundamental research activities, 
are to a large extent avoided. 



2. As Centres of Learning 

After the establishment of universities m the provinces, initial financial 
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vai'if )t*Hftftj by ibts provirx idl governments m the first two to three 
vMf , ♦f^.J i*vf»«ii to rtugrT^eftt d tdvourdbie growth of the faculties. However, m 
•••»>%t )t \f}f* provmies. this t ontributiort did not last long enough to enable 
t^'rt f^.,»tr«s to Jevfjtop ddeqwdtely and properly. The possible reasons were 
1 thdt ^}n e -.jt thtf administrators at those time were thinking more about their 
i)wr^ frnsTifje thdn the prai txdl problerT^sot the future growth of the universities; 
b mey were urjdware ot the universities' potentials as centres for regional 
i^jit jfe dfui ds dqertts of fT>fjderm.'dt»on. They treated the universities simply as 
jn ff«tHf>s«of^ of The high sihool with the same organization, the same traditional 
tf»<n r»«ficj 'MethixJs aruJ the same budget. 

Am rhese dttitudes affei ted the growth of the newly established universities 
dfwi f*fsuite«J .n the establishment of poorly equipped institutions. 

iM v;fnH institiitions there were teaching staff members who met 
'M<|.,»fHfnertt$, Qiidhtdtively. btjt they did not have enough facilities to develop 
tr»**T ,kihs or To do research work. 

On the other hdnd. proliferation of the faculties throughout Indonesia. 
cdnsfKj hy The establishment of many universities in the province, further 
agqfdvdteij thf» shortage of staff, laboratories, libraries and equipment, which 
tendecJ to ic)wer the educational standards. 

To f»wt the need of teac hmg staff, new staff members were recruited 
wtThoiit any poi-i.v of selection or without a well-defined programme personnel 
tleveioi»f^'Hnr. The . ompos>Tion of teaching staff in particular academic fields 
^)n.^x^n^t^ i.ci noT '^^eet the real needs of the field concerned, which should 
tht? ,ts»* .n d well organi/ed academic situation. Consequently some fields 
dre <^vHrsrif*M Ahiie others have a minimal number of staff.

Another difficulty is m the area of finance which has been felt by all 
state universities. Mules ar^d regulations concerning budgetary altotations and 
■ jfvversity nianagement are applicable to all state universities both old and new, 
•n^pite of the fai t that the rxjeds of individual universities are quite different. 
The funds available to a university are further affected by the relative priority of 
hi^^r^er eU^Kation »n the overall education m the country. If the stage of national 
ilHveiopfTient d^tates that primary and secondary education should have a higher 
i'fjiV ity. then higher education will have to be sacrified for the lack of funds. 
It s iiso possible that poIk yrt^akers are sometimes insensitive to the needs for 
thH cleveiopfTWH of higher education m the country and hence funds become less 
fetKjjiy available for the university. 

These problems mentioned above effect the quality and intensity of the 
foie of the universities in regional development. 

As Research Centre for Regional Devleopment 

Universities are regarded as research institutions par excellence in 
JeveitH^'^Hj .ountnes. Quite often, we find they act as the only research body 
^ ofv I'rrwJ .vith regional development activities. Such a situation occurs in 
vam^iS iMfts of Indonesia. 

Thj^ .s due to the fact that the research institutes which should cope 
w th the pfobiefT^s m the regions are very limited, either in the number of 
.nst tiites Of -M research personnel. What is more, there is no research institute 
jva «at)ie m fT^any provinces of Indonesia. 

Aithmigh universities in the regions are inadeqi^ately staffed, either 

q..ai ?jt»veiv or quar>titatively, and also have inadequate to do research 

efU ami ht)rary. fac ilities they are in a better position compared 
vv !^^ tru» >it jcjt on of the provincial government. 

Thf^fHttve unjvHfsit»es in Indonesia can confibute significantly to 
'f»v»afi ri iiv^tses 

It riai'pe^^s qi;'te oHen that research funds are not only received from 
irn On a't '-t-nt M t(Jutai'on and Culture, tnjt also from other Departments 
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and private organi/a ions on a contract basis with the universities. 

It also happens that contracts are signed with individuals rather than 
through their reipecttve univer iities. Problems will occur if there is a lack of 
control by the university in the implementation of both kind of contracts. 
Classes are neglected because the individual faculty member is conducting 
research in another locality far away from the university. 

Another problem that frequently occurs is that individuals accept 
contracts outside their specialities or contracts which are irrelevant to the 
subject they are teaching. Consequently, this will cause a delay in student 
education. It will also give less opportunity for junior staff to develop. 
Besides, there is a great possibility that duplication of the same subject under 
research will take place. 

These problems in the long run will create difficulties for the universities 
in pertornimg their mam functions and will retard their capabilities in conducting 
research for regional development. 
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GOVERNMENT POLICY IN UNIVERSITY DEVELOPMENT 



In the previous chapter, the major problems encountered by the universities 
in regional development that could retard their role on development have been 
summarized. This role could be improved if the universities overall problenv> 
were mimmi/ed. This chapter will present in more detail the action taken by 
the government to cope with the universities' overall problems. 

1 Reorganization of the Structure and Management 

As a follow up of the Basic Memorandum, agencies oi change have 
emerged m the field of higher education. 

First of all, there are the so<alled "pembina" faculties ("pembina" 
literally means "developer"), i.e. faculties which in view of their higher 
academic standing have been assigned by the government the leadership role of 
upgrading other faculties in the same disctpttnes. 

A further step in 1970 was the grouping of these "pembina" faculties 
into five 'consortia vi/. the consortia for (i) agricultural sciences, (ii) scierKe 
arnj technology, (in) medical sciences, liv) social sciences arKl humanities, and 
(v) edu<:ation and teacher training. The consortium of social sciences and 
humanities is subdivided into ffve subconsortia, viz. for law, economics, social 
scieni:e. arts arxj philosophy, and psychology. 

These consortia are advisory boards of the Minister of Education and 
Culture 'n designing nationwide development programmes in their respective 
fields. In spei itic instances, the Minister could delegate to the consortia the 
authority to execute programmes. Advice is sought from the consortia in the 
f«eids of striictural. curriculum, personnel, marerial, research and public service 
deveUH^ment. 

Tangible results have already been achieved since the establishment of 
these . onsortia »n January 1970, A review of structure andccurriculum is in 
progress, upgrading courses rar>ging from agriculture to psychology have been 
urKlertaken by the "pembina" faculties under the coordination of the respective 
consortia, books are betng translated from foreign languages into Bahasd 
Indonesia, etc. These activities will be continued in the years to come to 
at hieve a real r^tionwide improvement in quality. 

In ati the^>i? efforts one must not lose sight of the fact that available humar- 
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dod rndtefidl resources dre stdrce. Any plan therefore which envisages 
sifMijitaneous developmer^t of alt state institutions ot higher education will be 
tjnrediistu: and mettettive. 

Selecting priorities, is therefore inevitable and has a number of advantages. 
\* terids to maxirm/e the impact ot both national and external resources by 
avoiding unnecessary duplication of effort and dissipation of scarce resources 
whii h wo<jid be inherent in a «:hefne of equal allocation of resources to all, 
iffesDei tive of the quality of their performance and potentiality for growth. 

fhi*) strategy is the outcome of the selective approach adopted in the 
F .fst f-»ve-Year Plan and »s »n accordarxie with the President's directive to adapt 
dr^ mtensive approach »n consolidating development efforts and resources 
fdtner than fritter them away on extensive programmes. 

V\hiie the consortia act as advisory boards to the Minister on academic 
attdirs. another body has been set up. namely the Advisory Council on Higher 
tdiKation (Dewan Pertimbangan Pendidikan Tinggi) for the purpose of 
ddv»sing the Minister on generrji policy matters, such as the review of the 
H.gher Education Act. the regulation regarding the use of degrees, the systematic 
groiipmg of disciplines, the regrouping of institutions of higher education, 
system ot funding, etc. This Advisory Council hjs as its members Rectors of 
seiei ted states as well as private universities. *;ie Chairman of each consortia 
and representatives of ministries having close links with higher education. The 
Chairman ot this Advisory Council is the Director General of Education who 
an ex officio n^efTiber. while the Director of Higher Education acts as 
Setretary ot the Council in a non-member capacity. 

Recogn./mg the important role played by the private universities m 
. ury.ng Out higher education, a special body is established for the purpose of 
t fovd-ng guidance in the development of private universities. This body, called 
tne Board for Private Institutions of Higher Education <Lembaga Perguruan 
T.r^i Swdstai has as its members Rectors of selected private and state 
universities, the Chairman of each consortia and representatives of certain 
governfT^ent agerxries. 

The memt)ership of the Advisory Council on Higher Education and the 
Board tor Private institutions of Higher Education have the same categories, 
me difference bemg in the fields of activity, i.e. the Advisory Council for 
general poiTv matters, while the Board deals exclusively with matters relating 
to private universities. 

There are also annual meetings of the Rectors of state universities as a 
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toriifTi tor did^ogues between the Ministry of Education and Cultu-e and the 
Ha.tors fon<errwd. These n»eet»ngs are also utili/ed to discuss the draft annual 
budget fur the fwxt fiscal year. 

The annual nrieetrngs of the Rectors are also used to monitor the 
implementation of policies, as well as to sound out the feelmg of the Rectors 
regardirtg the various suggestions from the advisory bodies. The three advisory 
bodies arnl the annual meetings of the Rectors of state universities provide 
m^^.hanisfus tor better planning and ccxdinaticn. 

2. (.urruuhifn D^eiopment 

The existing system, with a 5 year study for almost all the professional 
stiiUies at the various faculties, has been adopted from the previous pre- 
inilHpendeot e period with some changes rriade in the course of tir^e. 

Lttorrs are now bemg made to change the system with the view to make 
tt)H .urrnuia more relevant to the needs of development d:^ well as to relate 
tttur!! to the progress of science. The needs Qt development cover also the 
eiuiogual setting m which the university finds itself. 

A tiUif years prograrrime. is now beir^ carried out as a pilot project by the 
Bandung institiite of Teihnology in the field of technology, by the Bogor 
Institute ot Aqnrultufe arul the Agriculture Faculty o; the Gajah Mada 
Universitv m the field of agricultural sciences, by the Faculty of Letters, 
Un.versftv indonesM in the field of arts and letters, while the Yogyakarta 
institiiio t.if Teai hers' Training and Education is preparing a pilot project in 
the tit»Kj .\* teairiers* training. 

As Mr the other tA uii»es. the System remains the same exeept that for

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1. C oncl usions 

From the results of the team's observation in the provinces and the 
1 1 iiniverviies studied, it is obvious that universities participate actively in 
regional development in Indonesia. 

Heg.onal development programmes cover the implementation of projects 
•n.t.ated by the lentrai government as well as those initiated by the provincial 
qoverninent National develot)fnent projects are those where policy in planning, 
funding well as a greater part of the implementation process is the 
respons.b.hty of the ( entral government. The local government will only act as 
. oMH'ie«r<entdry to the central government. Regional development projects 
are those where policy m planning, funding and the greater part of the 
.mpieir.entjtio»> process is the responsibility of the provincial government. 
These req.onal proiects reflect the aspirations as well as the capability of the 
region itself for development. From the central government point of view, 
regional developriient proiects are considered as "fillers" of gaps which have 
not yet t)een touched by national development projects. 

As.de from regional developsient projects, the regional development plan 
also lists, ndt.ondl development projects. National development projects are 
des< r.bed ,n rr^ore deta.l. However, .t .s only confined to the physical planning 
aspe«i bt?(ause the socai and economic planning aspect has been extensively 
.ovffed and Outlined >n the national development plan. 

It IS viear. then, that universities in Indonesia are extensively involved, 
d.rw tiy or indirectly -n the development process, particularly in planning and 
evai.idt.on Even though the universities are located in the regions, they are 
als«) m . harge of national tasks. 

Whv are the universities m Indonesia actively involved in regional and 
national developn'ent programmes? 

Aif university staff interviewed are firm in the belief that an efficient 
univL-rs ty .n a prov fxe should be the centre for cultural activities and 
..u(H.,rrentiy * t d5 an agent for developing resources within the province. 

Tfi«?v af-e . onv-n, ed that a un-versity can no longer look upon itself as an 
e*. <us.ve luD lust tor the benefit of the priviledged. It has to become more 
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iK i.es^}t>ie dnd deeply i orKeffied and involved in the problems m its environment. 

In dddition. »t fnust also becroriie an instrument of understanding and 
t»fUidrk if>g the trdditions and cultural heritage of its environment. In other words, 
a provjru idi university, to a great extent niust tie sensitive, to think and to act 
di> van v)t the lonjmunity where il is lot.dled and to strive to be an agent for 
fegjondi developr?tent and moderni/ation. It is apparent, therefore, that the 
extensive involverT»ent ot universities m the development process should be 
jttnb'iteO to the existing c.onsk:iousness of the university's furKtion, 

The fidture of the universities' assistance in regional development can be 
jroni)ed into the following types 

a. supplementary type 

b. lomplementary type 

c. pioneering type 

StjppiefTientary type assistance is defined as activities performed as "fillers" 
or ^ps untouched by the regional government authorities. These gaps might be 
iPdtidt *n nature, r* eaning that universities conduct development activities 
untmxhed t>y or without development activity performed by the local 
;]t^vMrnfTrr»nt The gaps might be also considered as the objectives, with the 
unvUMstamlmg ttiai universities perform certain regional development activities 
not yet c overed by the local government authorities (e.g. survey and research). 

CompierTieniary type assistance is categori/e as those activities mutually 
e^Ht iiUHi by the universities and regional authorities, through active participation 
.n ?hf» irnpief^>er>tation of development activities, and total involvement in the 
^h,v.* Dicinnmg process (by having seats in the Regional Development Planning/

Specifically the human 
relation attitude ot the officials is a factor determir.ing the intensity of

ActiidUy. cooperation either by agreement or formality merely acts as an 
dii eieratof becdtise the fcxistence of forniality accompanied by lack of 
t oordiridtion wilt result m less effective cooperation. 

It IS obvious that this observation is not free from subiective factors. A 
rfiore ttjndamentai Study is required to provide a more accurate picture. 

i'i) Tv;)es ot Cooperation 

There are three types of cooperation between the universities ar>d the 
pf ov»r> tal governments as mentioned in chapter III, section 1. The difference 
between these settings m the team's opinion is due to the balance of skills in 
the university and »n the provincial government. 

The skilled manoower situation in both institutions is very influential in 
deterrfMnmg the form of this cooperation. As an example we take the position 
nt Syiah Kuala University. 

Syidh Kua\a University's involvement in development activities in the 
prov'fH e ot Av-eh is really deep and dominant. This might possibly be due to the 
shortage ot sk Hed manpower m the local government agerxies in comparison 
to the relatively sufficient supply m the university. (Included as type a). 

When skilled manpower in both institutions are about equally available 
then type b cooperation wiM be in operation. And if the regional government has 
adequate skilled rtianpower and hence is less dependent on the university, 
then .cK>peratJon ot type c will take place. 

v\huh ot the types can be considered as the best model of cooperation? 

The answer depends on the situation of the respective provinces because 
e«K ti t^roy.ni ehas «ts specific condition and is at adifferent stage of development, 
t-.ji tors r 'ev'Ousiy mentioned such as the relationship between the authorities 
♦rorti both nst»tution$. skilled manpower available and the budget will determine 
The type ot f*iX)peration rnost appropriate to the situation in the respective 
provinces. 

(4' Advantagt^ of Cooperation 

There is no doubt, that at present, cooperation between universities and 
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ffvv.fv .di gt)v?M.ft,«ns tHifwt.ts t)ofh parties, ^of the provincial governments 
th« tijii.iwiriy advantages lan be cited

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obtiUneO m the cldssrooms. When graduates later on, they can be expected to 
adjust to new and different situations more easily and more quickly. 

e. Beiause of the experience gained throijgh cooperation, the 
universities find it easier to place their graduates in the government and in 
private con^panies. An example of this was at Syiah Kuala University where all 
graduates were placed in appropriate jobs. Graduates from the Faculty of 
tt onomits ot Pddjadiaran University, had the same experience. About 30% 
ot them took positiof^ m the provincial government. 20% lOined university 
statt throughout the country, and the remaining 50% were placed in government 
ottnes and private companies. It was estimated that about 50% of the graduates 
uf Diponegoro University were appropriately placed in jobs in the provincial 
qovernrnent and about 20% in private companies, 

<b) Disadvantages ot Cooperation 

On the other hand, both the provincial governments and the universities 
expenemed disadvantages from the cooperative arrangement in various degrees. 
For the provincial governments one disadvantage was a tendency for delays in 
the recruitment ot permarient staff. The provincial governments cannot 
continuously rely on part time staff from the universities. The services 
rendered by part tin^e staff tend to lack continuity and frequently cannot 
be brought to bear on a particular problem at a particular time when the 
governinent deems it urgent. 

For the universities the following disadvantages can be summarised: 

(a) The deep involvement of the senior staff in working with the 
provincial governments, plus the fact that senior staff are frequently involved 
m intensive research contracted outside the university, means that some of the 
lei tures, course development and other curricular activities are shifted to the 
lunior statt. One likely consequence is that the quality of the instruction will 
deteriorate, or at least it becomes more difficult to achieve the university's 
goal ot continually enhancing the quality of its instruction. The impact of the 
disadvantage is likely to be positively correlated with the intensity of the 
uuts»de involvement. 

(bl Due to the intensity of the activities with the provincial governments, 
there was a teelmg that the resources of the university intended for teaching 
and research activities were being utilized primarily for the benefit of the 
provincial government. This impression was more pronounced where the inputs 
invested by the provincial government in the university were meagre. The 
larger the investment of the provincial government m the university the less 
Siich an impression was expressed. 
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*r) Betatjse the a tivitie* of the staff outside the univefsity were very 
dift.« .i»t to vo'jfd-ndte LareiuWy and institutionally, some of the staff accepted 
re^dT h projet ts dod other outside lObs that were not m line with their teaching 
resiwisibititres. I his being the rase, they wer« never able to incorporate their 
tc?xpf^f ernes mto their lectures and other teaching materials. In participating 

• n ffjg.ondf develoi)fnent the universities experienced some obstacles, the kind 
and .ntef^ity of whu h depended very much on the local circumstances Because 
of f.nant idi t^onstrdints. Padjadjaran University, for instance, was able to serve 
areds only close to towns. Another example was the situation where the 
provifx Id! governfTwnt was not always able to implement many of the 

nmtumdauon^ offered by the imiversity as a result of its research findings. 
F reqiientiv. the reports were not perriutted to be published for wide distribution. 
T^his iitiidtion t reated discouragement among the university staff. The very 
<inpvHn distribution of the use of the staff to sen/e the public created the 

• rTu»f*«sston thdt some ex^wtise was not needed or was less needed. The 
m,-v)f. ty of the university staff active in public service happened to be from 
< eftdin Fatuities. Another kmd of obstacle was observed in the reluctance of 
bi^ih p, ties to approach each other, resulting in a "communication gaps". The 
provim governrrtent felt that the university was rather slow to react or to 
fest)ond to problems considered basic and important. 

2. Retornmertdations 

To "-ake participation of the universities in regional development more 
effative. the team offer the foHowing suggestions 

a tt IS nei:essary to establish a distinct organization within the 
un.vtfsit.es Lompiex of faculties to coordinate their activities in regional 
devt^ioiu-ent Th.s organization should create an atmosphere of cooperation 
a'T>onq •jn,vefs»t.es m that region, and between universities and other regional 
deveioiuMent agencies. 

b In relation to the above item, it is necessary to develop further an 
ofq.in./atinn of institutions already existing in the region (such as Pusat llmiah 
dan Fembtinqiinan Regional. Lembaga Lembaga Pengabdian Masyarakat) to 
prevent wntoofcjinated efforts. 

PartKipation m the activities of regional development should 
. ofresDoncj to the ^at)actty of the universities as well as to the stage and speed 
thf? .iHve.opf'^enT m that region. Care should be taken not to reduce tKe maior 
* ! v»Tjes rhe universities as an institution of education. 

d. T,) ^nsu^e the «.ontinuity. stability and harmony of the programme 
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(vvhtch covers planning, execution and evaluation), gre^tar efforts should be 
made, based on the principle of mutual cooperation. 

e. The activities of the university staff for regional development should 
be organized institutionally. This implies that all projects tn research and 
public servce should be coordinated by the university, including the appoint- 
ment of the respective staff. In addition, the cooperation should be based on a 
formal agreement. 

f, The present system of coordination for regional development in 
which the university is heavily involved in assisting the provincial government 
should be considered as transitional. In the long run, the provincial governments 
should enhance their own staff capabilities and competence. In this case, 
cadre forming for the provincial staff should be encouraged. This cadre forming 
should be done in cooperation with the universities. The universities will then 
gradually be released from their deep involvement in implementation and 
execution. Ultimately, the universities should be expected to contribute 
primarily to the scientific and methodological aspects of the development 
processes and plans in the region. Hence, the expertise of the universities and 
the provincial governments will complement each other. The expertise of the 
university will be able to concentrate on theory, research and methodology, 
while the expertise of the provincial government will be in the application of 
theory, oractical experience and operations. 
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I. Syitit Kuiii UfWvffrty 

Th«f© are two universities/mstitutes in Aceh which are expected to 
rontfthute ^igniftrantty to the d€Pvelopment of the province, vi/. Sviah Kuaia 
University and Janiiah Ar Raniry State Institute of Muslim Retig>on. 

In this study only Syiah Kuala University was visited, since it is the 
university i ontr,buting significantiy to the general economic development and 
agr icultufdi development m particular of the province. 

1. History 

Sy.dh Kuaid University was established in 1961 upon the initiative of the 
pfov»ni:iai government. Prior to that time, there were two faculties in Aceh, vi/. 
the ^^dLuity of Economics (1959) and the Faculty of Veterinary Medicine and 
Animal Husbandry (VMiO). both belor^ging to the University of North Sumatra. 
At present Syidh Kuala University has seven faculties vi/. the two faculties 
mentioned above, the Faculty of Law (1961), the Teachers College (1961). 
ar»d the Faculties of Education 11961). Engineering (1964). and Agriculture 
( J965). 

The numbers of staff, students and afumni of the respective faculties 
are shovm m Table I and Tables 6. 7. 8. 9, 10.

2. The Role of Syiah Kuala University m Regional D evelopment 
' Q feid! ons and Cooperation with the Regional Govern ment 
Pnor to 1968 Aceh had a Coordi'>ating Body for Regional 
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D^veioprfient (Bakopda) wtth the main responsibility of coordinating the 
A ttvities of the vdnoiis deveiopmentai agencies in Aceh. This body was never 
feaUy operative, due to the political and economic situation in the region. 
During that time no formal cooperation existed between Bakopda and Syiah 
Kuala University. 

In 1968. by a formal letter issued by the Governor of Aceh 
iNo. e>3/lli/1968 dated June 26, 1968) the Aceh Development Board (ADB) 
was established as the only government institution responsible for developmental 
plans m the province of Aceh. and is directly responsible to the Governor* 

The Chairman, the Vice Chairman and about 60% of the members 
of ADS are from Syiah Kuala University. They consist of senior staff members 
the university drawn from a resource which is really not very large. The 
total nuniber of personnel of ADB is about 31 persons. The Chairman of ADS 
IS the Rector of Syiah Kuala University. 

The Board's mam furKtions are: 

(1) To formulate a Long Term Devulopment Plan for the Province of 
Aceh. consisting of - 

(a) Basic Pattern of Development, showing priorities in the 
development of the region, and 

(b) Five- Year Development Plan, shining targets in the various 
sectors of the economy and estimates of the required costs. 

\2) To formulate Annual Development Plans, based on the Five-Year 
Plan, showing specific programmes, targets, costs, time schedule, etc. 

To evaluate the implementation of the development programme. 

i4i To carry out surveys and research to aid the implementation of the 
Jm^dopment programmes. 

fb) To carry out feasibility studies for the private sector of the economy. 

(6) To advise the Government on current economic and finarKial 
problems. 

The Board's mam concern is the realisation of the government effort, 
*h<it IS the setting of priorities arKi effecting efficient budgetary allocation. 

I^of the development of the various plans mentioned above considerable 
r -'^e 'S devoted by the staff of Syiah Kuala University committed to ADB, 
es^iet a*iv dunng the months of April to June each year. 

All these plans have to be justified by the Chairman to the ProvirKiat 
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Legislative Body, to get approval from the Body, before they can be 
implemented. 

The formulation of the development programme is carried out through the 
ADB by the university staff in conftjttation with the provincial government 
agencies and branches of the central government's departments. 

This relation and cooperation is highly appreciated by both parties. It is 
considered to be important by the university staff, because by contributing 
actively to ragional development, the staff-members get self-confidence and 
more experience in research as well as in teaching. 

On the other hand, the local government offered financial support to the 
university, as a token of appreciation. 

In 1970.1971. from a budget of about 110 million rupirfts. about 
16 million rupiahs were contributed by the provincial government of Aceh. 
In 197M972 this support was increased to about 25 million njpiahs from the 
umversity budget of about 129 million. This contribution of the provincial 
government of Aceh to Syiah Kueia University was realised in the form of 
housing for the university staff, classrooms, offices, maintenance and operation 
cost of the university vehicles, house rent for staff, etc. 

It 1$ important to mention here, that in Indonesia the universities in the 
provinces are no* provirKial universities, but they are all state universities. 
The universities m the provinces derive their sources of funds mainly from the 
central government. If the regional governments offer financial support to the 
universities, it is because there are good relations between the two institutions. 

This 1$ the case not only with Syiah Kuala, but also with other universities 
•n the provinces. 

2.2 Role of Syiah Kuala University in Research 

Since 1969 through the Aceh Development Board, at least 75 research 
projects have been conducted by the staff of the university. About halt of the 
pro)8cti vvere requested by private companies, a tittle less than half by the 
provirictai government and four by the Directorate of Higher Education. These 
proiects can be grouped as follows 

<d) Feasibility studies for the establishment of various factories and 
other economic activities rice mills, coconut oil factories, crumb 
rubber factories, dock rehabilitation, cattle holding establishments, 

etc. 
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(b) Surveys coffee processing, export commodities, adult education, 

larxl use, animal husbar>dfy« etc. 
<c) Others monographs of eight regions In Aceh, transmigration, etc. 

In all the above mentioned studies, all faculties were more or less invovled. 
although the Faculty of Economics was the most deeply involved* 

The financial burden of the projects was carried by the private companies 
requesting these feasibility studies, by the provincial government and by the 
Directorate of Higher Education. 

2.3 Role of Syiah Kuala University in Public Services 

Since 197M972 the College of Education conducted an upgrading course 
of one month for teachers at the senior high school level. The course in 
question was Methodology in Teaching. In the same year the College of 
Economics conducted a vocational training course for six months for ntembers 
of the armed forces of Aceh aporoaching their retirement* 

The university staff especially from the Faculty of Veterinary Science 
and Animal Husbandry are helping in training the agency personnel in pasture 
imporvement programmes and in artificial insemiriation to improve local stocky 

Other public service activities are in the form of seminars held annually 
by various faculties. Those seminars are attended not only by university staff, 
but also by people from the government and the general public. 

I', this way, the university hopes to introduce new ideas and new metfiods 
to the general public, as these seminars are always development-oriented, 

A more ifitensive extension programme launched by the university, is the 
National Study Service Scheme, in which students are obliged to stay for six 
months in the villages as part of their study* 

To coordinate the research and extension projects contracted by the 
universny, a Bureau of Research and Extension was established within the 
university in 1971. 

II. Worth Sumatra Unlversitv 

1. History 

Since before the Second World War, prominent citizens of Medan, had 
tned to establish higher education in North Sumatra. This idea was not

The Chairman of this Body is the Governor himself. The Executive Chairman is 
a statt fnernher of the provincial government, while the Vice Executive Chairman 
IS d staff merTtber o{ North Sumatra University. The latter serves as an individual 
and not as a representative of the university. Ther^ is a Secretary for the 
coordinating group. The staff is grouped into the following six ' sectors, 
VI/ general government administration, infrastructure, public wealth, 
(.ornmiinication. presidential instruction and industry. The fulltime positions 
are all ^Hed by the staff of the provincial government. University staff are 
reqiiested to help the body as "part-timers". 

The provincjal government offices draft their development plans on a 
sectoral basis. Then the plans are checked and made consistent by the 
(.oord»nating body. For this purpose, seminars are organized at which university 
sraft are 'nvrt^d to participate. The university staff are invited individually, 
through their respective faculties, m line with their expertise. HerKe. the main 
I ontr-b'it'on of the university staff in regional planning ts through these 
sefT^nars.

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2. The Role ot DipofHsgor o Untversity in Regional Development 

2. 1 Relatio ns and Coopefatton with the Regional Gov^nment 

In 1^7? the provmc ral government of Central Java established a Regional 
Planning Borffd. Thts Boafd consists of seven persons; one Chairman, one 
Executive Chairnian. one Setretary and four assistants. The status, functions, 
job de^Afiption and the relationship of the Board with universities and other 
ijovefnenent offices were established in a formal letter issued by the Governor, 
in January 1973. 

Av cordif>g to this formal letter, the Board has to aiisist the Governor and is 
fest»onstt)ie to him. The main job of the Board is to formulate a development 
plan »n the areas of culture, economy, finance, etc. for the region. One of its 
funi tion rs to { ondui t research. For the formation of a developnr»ent plan, the 
Board has to ^ cK:>perate with the various government offices arnl with universities 
m Central Java, one of the latter Diponegoro University. There is also a 
HfHj.onai Si leru t^ and Development Centre in Central Java, where activities are 
ais<> Uippof t.ng regional development. Due to financial difficulties, however, this 
Centre 'S very f^nn.h iinuted in its activities.

An agreement exists between the provincial government and Diponegoro 
University for placing Diponegoro University graduates in the provincial 
(jovernment. Up until now university alumni have not had significant difficulties 
m obtaining appropriate jobs in the provincial government. 

Starting m 1973, the university is sending its students to the villages, under 
the National Study Services Scheme (Kuliah Kerja Nyata). as a cunicular 
aLtivity. The students stay for three months in tha villages to help the populace 
develop their society and the local economy. 

VII. Bra wijayi Univrtrty 

1. History 

Brawiiaya University was adopted as public university in 1963. in Malang. 
one ot thH larger cities m East Java. Prior to this, several Foundations had been 
hi lilt in the t »ty with the mam task of establishing colleges in Malang. The first 
totindation was the Foundation of Malang Colleges (May. 1957) which set up a 
Law and' So^.«al Sciences College in 1957 with 104 students. 

This college was supported by the municipality city of Malang. In 1960 
the Foundation established two more faculties i.e. the Faculty of Business 
Administration and the Faculty of Agriculture. These colleges were united into 
one wniversity which was called the Malang Mur. cipal University, in 1960. 
This name was t.hanged m 1961 into Brawijaya University, which was still a 
private university. A second foundation was also established in 1957. called the 
F otimlation of Maiang Economics College, and established the College of 
ti.onotnjcs in Malang. These two foundations were fused and called the 
Fnijndat'on of Malang Universities, which set up Brawijaya University.

Cha.rman. arni one Secretary Treasurer. RSDC worksclosely with the provincial 
(Hwnment. rruhtary. and other agencies. Two staff members of Brawijaya 
Un.versitv ^ss.st .n planning. Although they serve as individuals in the Planning 
Board, theif ac t»Vities are officially recogni/ed by the university.

When the Dutch left the city in 
19b9 Uv vdfious reasons, the government of Indonesia closed the college and 
most i>f rhe students were transferred to Universitas Indonesia in Jakarta. 

H:grer edui.diion was reopened again m Makassar m 1952 when a Faculty 
ot Law d'Kj Social Sc»erHes was established as a branch of the Law Faculty of 
Un.versitd. tfKionesia. In October 4. 1953, the branch of the Economics 
FdLiilty Ads redLttvdted, 

Dtjf-ng the subsequent years, several faculties were established by the 
Ijoveffur fjfit and Hasanuddm University carne into being in September 1956.

The use of 
trie funds is not subject to government guidance}, 

'2.2 The Role jn Research Activities 

(1) The Fatuity of Economics conducts research in the calculation of 
regional income. (Several issiies requiring solutions by the provincial 
government through this research are the reorganization of village 
government strut ture. rice-fields and irrigation area estimates, labour 
forte distribution, transmigration toother areas. Research activity is 
the prominent hope of the provincial government because they do 
not have effeitive data).

1. Histofy 

As with the other universities, UNSRAT was established, upon the initiative 
ot the provmLial government and some provincial citizens. 

At present this university has 9 faculties, i.e. the Faculties of Law, 
Ecof^o'T^ics, Arts, Medicine, Agriculture, Animal Husbandry. Engineering, 
f iS^ieries and Politics and Sociology. 

The number of staff and students of the respective faculties are shown 
»rt Tables 7, 9. 19. 

The other higher education institution in Nc»rth Sulawesi active in regional 
development is the Institute of Teachers Training and Edi'cation. 

2, The Role ot the Umverstty of Sam Ratulangi (UNSRAT) in Research 

(1) Upon requests made by Dolog. I KIP performed research in food 
mdrnetrng. This research was completed about one and a half years 
ago. Funds were provided by Dolog. 

(2) UNSRAT Faculty of Law jointly with the Department of Justice 
conducted research on the influence/effects of religion in criminal 
law. 

(3) A number of staff from various faculties in UNSRAT (Economics. 
Agriculture, Ammal Husbandry. Fisheries. Technology. Social and 
Political Science) assisted the regional government to conduct 
research m regional income accounting. The team for this activity 
was formed in July 1972 and was completed in June 1973. 
Such research which was conducted for the fi'St time covered 
regional income accounting for four years (1969-1972). Survey 
pre^iaration and planning were discussed jointly with the Central 
Bureau of Statistics in Jakarta and Bappenas while data collection 
and analysis were assisted by government agencies operating in 
North Sulawesi.

{]) Since 1972, IKiP has conducted upgrading courses for elementary 
school teachers desiqned for education modernization. The first 
course was attended by 600 teachers from the city of Manado. The 
second one was attended by approximately 2000 teachers while
